ence becoming measurably more” intonse. 
' An Maxruus pointed out, there were practical 
checks, partly nataral, partly artificial, 
which prevented such 9 condition arising. 
Ma.ruvs was a clergyman of the Charch 
of Eygland, and it seemed to the crowd. 
almost impious that he above all mea should 
vecupy in discussions, in their 
nature, so thought the man in the street, 
immoral. The: more thougbtfal recognised 
the value of his work, and the assistance it 
afforded to the right reading of statistics ;

are never cousciously brought about with | 
J any such object. Lhe ambition of a parti- 


‘onlar individual or group of individuals to 
enrich himself, or themselves, is the ordine 
arily patent cause of war. So again’ the 


prevalence of crime has a lowering effect on 


population. » ‘A man has not the opportunity 
of procreating hid kind through being locked 
up in prisons there is clearly here 4 hiatus 
Hetween cause and affect, which can only 
he bridged over by the philosophic student, 
yet the effect is real though the incidence 
be remote. It lis been frequently noticed 
how after an epidemic wherein noticeable 
numbers have: been carried off, the birth 
rate has sensibly increased. ‘There was no 
apparent cause; no changes had occurred in 
manners, and conditions were to all external 
appearance identical, yet Natura steps.in to 
yestore the normal pepulation element. We 
soe something of the same kind in human 
machines ; uke for instance an dlectri¢ light 
engine, It has been going perfectly re- 
gularly at an even rate of so many revoln- 
tions per minute ; suddenly half the ligh.s 
on the circuit are extinguished. - According 
to the iaws of motion, with one-half the 
load the engine should perform double the 
numbar of yeerlutions: But it docs not; 
after ‘a searcely perceptible flutter, it goes 
‘on just as before: Have the laws of motion 
been then contravened ? By mo means; -0 
small, regulator which has nothing whatever 
to say to the working .of the machine has 
been automatically called into play, and it, 
by cutting off the supply of nutriment to 
the epgise, hus brought the whole about, 
without the engine itself having any con- 
sejonsness of the cause at work, Something 
of the same sort in the way of automatic 
and unconscious government is to be seen in 
the case of population, Forty years ago 
the ‘population of China in certain districts 
was almost exterminated, automatically the 
checke te growth were taken off, and to-day 
many. of these districts are.as well peopled 
und as prosperous as ever; the people 
themselves were as unconscious of the 
meang as was the lighting engine. There 
is possibly no more prolific race on the face 
of the earth than the Chinese ; children 
literally swarm, yef in ordinary circum- 
stances the population does not increase 
more than elsewhere. Are the inexorable 
laws of atmo, then, set at nought? By 
no means; the automatic governor has come 
The people do. uot grow, 
| ag @ whole. poor nor immoral ; possibly there 
is a greuter waste of infant life; but in the 
absence of statistics 0 one notices thee 
things, and the world goes on much as 
before. - ‘

J have also noticed, among 
the foreign police, the great difference there now 
is in the physique as compared with some years 
ago. We sesm to be getting a lot of half- 
grown, weedy-looking boys, in place of the 
handsome stalwart mon we used to havo in the 
old days, when we had that giant of 6 ft. 6 in. on 
Pedder's Wharf. Apologising for teking up your 
yuluable space (but I couldn't help having & 
growl on this subject).

RUSSIAN TRANSPORT AND COMMISSARIAT. 


A correspondent of “the Standard writing 
from Kieff on the 22nd ultimo say: 

I have the very highest authority for the’ 
following statement with regard to the Bast- 
ward transport of troops and provisions,» ‘The 
daily consumption of food and fodder for the 
Army ‘ut present: in Manchuria is one hundyed 
and fifty thousand poods. nearly the whele of 
which is carried from European  Bussia. 
For the regular transport of thease sup- 
plies five commissariat train’ must be. dos. 
patched every twenty-four hours. Besides 
these traing, there is a daily ypecial for the 
accommodation of staff and other officers, 
courivrs, special service officials, &c.. and 

-anothor train for the carriage of mails, passen- 

gers, and other, ordinary traffic. These leave. 
but a very limited muargiaal capacity for tho 
troop-traims proper, and according to my infor- 
mation. not more than two, and sometimes three, 
troopers can be despatched in the 24 hours. 
It is in respect of the troop-train enpacity, more 
particularly, that the official statements ure 
especially misleading. The trucks in which the 
troops are forwariled are registered to carry 
“eight horses or forty mon.” That regulation 
might held good in practice for a limited 
journey within European Russia, and even then 
the men woul’ be packed like herrings in a 
parrel. For the long and wearisome journey 
-of 25 days each truck is fitted with a two-storey 
sot of shelf sleeping-bunks, which reduces the 
capacity of wach truek to abont 22 or, at the 
most, 25. men, Consequently, ‘an ordinary 
troop-train does not, und eamnot,. carry more 
than about four hundred, or, maximum, fur 
hundred and fifty men.’ Every farther arrival 
of veinforcoments in Manchuria increases the 
strain ‘of the commissuriut: sapply. 

A military doctor, invalided home from 
Kharbin, informs me thet he attributes much 
of the increasing sickness among the troops in 
Manchuria to the stale and sour flour and meat 
and -othér deleterious foodstuffs supplied by 
dishonest contractors and aceepted by peculative 
military intendants. It is eredibly alleged 
that some 60,000 or 70,000 cases of tinned meats 
held in stock since tho last Turkish War have 
been despatched to Manchuria, Lf the allegation 
be well. founded, such a putrid, or partially 
putrid, consignment is in fiself sufficieht to 
create on epidemic imoug the troops. The 
Turkish War brought to light many flagrantly 
shocking scandals in the Rassian commissariat 
but the present campaign is already revealing: 
an amount of heartlessly eruel and criminal 
official corruption almost inereilible. On equally 
trustworthy authority it is stated that not more 
than one-third of the immense amount of 
undorclothing. Xe., for the sick and wounded 
supplied by private beneficence has 50 far 
reached its various destinutions. Although duly 
markéd and sealed, the cases are found to 
contain un overlayer of genuiue articles, ‘the 
remainder being sawdust, regs. and - other 
rabbishy packing. : , 

SKRYDLOFF AS AERONAUT.

THE DISPUTES OF BELGIAN FINANCIERS. 


CANTON-HAN RAILWAY. 


The Brussels correspondent of the -(/lobe 
writes:—There has just been published what 
sppears to-heun inspired account of the disputes 
of the Belgian financiers over their railway 
enterprises in China, This account glosses over 
the money quextion, and attribntes the difft- 
culties which have arisen to the machitiations of 
England. It says that when tho first part of 
the Hankow-€anton railway, which 
personal undertaking of King Leopold's, was 
finished, England. raised objections to the 
construction of the -second part of the line by 
Belgians because that part would pass through 
her sphere of influonce in the Yangtsze district. 
and that ii war then that the Belvisns entered 
into an arrangoment withan American company

to continue the enterprixe, and reserving the 
most important part in it, and making a 
convention with the American compuny by 
which the construction of the railway was to he 
earried:- out by Belgian engineers and workmen. 
“The account I quote seems to hint that for 
a time this fictitious transferenen of the onter- 
prise to American hands sutisfiel England, 
and. it goox on to say. Englund recently pra- 
yailod on the American Government to force 
the Chinese Government to forbid the Belvians 
to he employed, or to intervene personally dy the, 
construction of tho Hankow-Canton Railway. 
The Poking Government has signified to the 
Belgians the formal prohibition to take part in 
the constrnction or the surveillance’: of the 
Hankow-Cauton line, The Americans having 
thus deceived the hopes of the Sorervign, he 
has held those whom he sent to negotiate with 
them,.Col. Thys and M. Dovolder, responsible 
for his disappointment. Whatever the truth 
of this tale, or whether it is because of their 
failure to negotiate a loan in Amorica; the fact 
remains that the King of the Belgians ox- 
pressod his displeasare with these two ancient 
associates of his so very forcibly. that they felt 
nothing remained for-them bat~to rotire, not 
only from the-directorship of the King's rail- 
way companies, but, as far as Col. ‘Phys was 
concerned. from tho, offices he held in His 
Majesty's Household; M. Dovolder does not 
hold an office of State at the moment ‘from 
which ho could he expected to retire, but I 
may mention as x sign of the high place he 
held until quite recently in the Royal favour 
that he was, not very long. ago, created a 
Ministre dU Etut—~a position rarely conferred 
in Belyium.! 

A Washington desputch, 2drd Muy, states :— 

For nesrly « month Chen-tungy Lisny-Cheng 
the Chinese Minister, ussisted by Mr. 1 FL 
Ferguson, Secretary to tho Chinese Railway 
Administration, has boen endeavouring to get 
the State Department to recognise the American 
China Development Company, which is con 
structing a ruilway from Canton to Hankow, 
as a hona-tide: American company, notwith- 
stunding -the majority of the shareholders 


are Belgiuns. Formal recognition has 
now heen rendered the company by the 
United States Government. The step 


ig considered to be ono -of jreat import- 
ance, as the United States’ maintains her 
sole right-to deal with all diplomatic matters 
affecting the interests of the company. Tho 
Chineso Government feared Russi, might 
acynire the line through the foreign stock- 
holders and instituted negoliations with the 
United States. in order to prevont such action 
on the part of Russia. - 

From Brussels weyet tho following intelligenee: 
—King Leopold has suddenly dissolved the 
partnership with the American Syndicate con- 
cerning the construction of tho Hankow-Canton 
Railway, after huving acquired tho grouter part 
of the shaves from the original shareholders 
Ho intends to ontrast exolusively u Belgian 
Company with the construction of that im- 
But it muy be presumed that the 
American Government will opposo the King's 
schome. Meanwhile the Belgian end American 
directors of the Honkow-Canton Railway 
Company haye teudered their resiguations. 

[It is impossible to gather from these ¢on- 
flicting: accounts precisely what the present 
position is, and the ‘inspired account": which 
comes from Brussels is of course wrong so far 
as it represents that the trouble arose whon 
the first partof the Canton-Hankew railway 
was finished. The first part of the trunk line 


has in fuet seurcely been commenced.—

CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA. 


An extraordinary yenersl meeting of the 

Shareholders -of the Chartered Bank of India. 
Anstralia, and China wes held on 25th May, 
at. the Cannon-street Hotel, London, for the 
purpose of authorising the Directors to accept a 
renewal of the Bank’s Charters. - 
_ Mr. J... Gwyther, who occupied the chair, 
said he-Was"sorry 4 Lave had to call them 
together for a purely formal process; but tha 
law required it. He had to explain that his 
Majesty in Council had been gracionsly pleased 
to authorise the renewal of their (hartor for 
ten years from the end of March, and that they 
had taken advantage of that renewal to obtain 
from the Treasury the insertion of two words 
whereby their operations in the future would be. 
less hamyered. Their origins] Charter stated 
that they could only establish af ucies and 
branehes East of the Cape. of Good Hope. 
They pointed out to the Treasury that the 
course of -business bad very much changed 
since those days, and they readily fell in with 
the Bank's views and they had added the two 
words “or elsewhere,” which quite met their 
wishes. He moved “That the Directors be 
authorised to accept a renewal of the Bunk's.

The defendant explained the fact of ink being 
on hig clothes by siying thet when he hud put 
them out to dry smuts came upon them from 
the chimney, He denicd that he had ever 
refnsed the call of his master.

Thedimensions of the iwo great steamers, tobg 
built for the Atlantic serviceof the Cunard Line, 
760£t. long, Sift. broad, with 65,000 indicated 
horae-power, indicates muryollous.advance from 
tho dimensions, not only of the first Cunardprs, 
but‘also of such vesrelsas the Persia and Seotin, 
which in their time were the largest steamers 
inthe world, The Britannia, the first of the 
line, was 207£t. long, B4ft. din, broad, Her gross 
tonnage was 1,154, and her indicated horge-power 
740. She bad a coal consumption of 38 tons a 
ay, ond on average speed of 8} knots, The 
Scotéa, the last of the paddle’ steamers, was 
379£t, long, with a breadth of beam of 47ft, 8in., 
® grees tonnage of 3,8 1, and an indicated 
h orse-power of 4,900, Her ocean speed was a 
little over 14 knots, and hor coal consumption 
146 tonsa day, : ; 

Tweuty years aftor the launch of the Scotta 
the Serria, the first of the really great ocean 
screws belonging to: the Cunard. Line, was 
launched.’ Her length was 515ft., hor breadth 
52ft, Bia., her tonnoge 7,392, her indicated 
borse-power 9,900, her coal consumption about 
about 200 tons a day, and ber ocean speed

Twelve years after the Servia, the Campania 
and Zucouia came, in 1893. They were the 
first iwinecrew steamers of the Cunard Line, 
and at tho tinze of their launch were the lorgost 
steamers in the world, Their dimensions are 
G00It. long, G5Et.

NEW WAY TO PAY DEBTS.

A HOME FOR BLIND GIRLS 
AT KOWLOON, 
ma gg Foes ‘ 

Tho report of the Hildeshoim Missionary 
Sccioty for Blind Girls in China says 

The many Chinese possing along the road from 
Hunghom to Kowloon City, often stop and look 
at the plain black board at the foot of the hill, 
which hears the inscription “ Blindeuheim " or 
School for the Blind. They cannot perhaps read 
the words, but they know thevare connected with 
the large house on the hill shove, and they 
ask: “Is it hove, where tho blind children are 
faken in and eared. for, taught to read and 
write?” They are invited to come and see for 
thomrelves, und groat. indocd is their astonish- 
mont to see little tots of six or soven with eyos 
tightly closed or with poor sightlesa eye-balls 
rolling round in a meaningtoss way, yet able to 
read us readily, and mone intelligently, than 
their own rore fortunate children, Once when, 


a large party of Chinese young men cume to 
see dhe blind children, thoy were astonixhed to 
xeo thom read. write. play the harmonium, and 
knit. But they were still more astonised to 
find that kome of them vould readily point. ont. 
by’ feeling a raised map for the blind, the! 
different countrics in the world. One of those: 
present remarked to ao Chinese Sau Toi (or 
BA): “These blind children ean point ont 
the difforent countries, bnt.anany a Chines 
‘deperve man could not.” 

Wo are thankfnl indood to. have a home 
where these poor blind outeasts can he taken 
rin, and cared ‘for and loved; whore they can 
be tanght-to be useful in all household dutics, to 
be partly self-supporting hy moans of, their 


knitting, strawbraiding, &e and best of all 
they ean leurn the siveet old Gospol story which 
brings comfort and gladness into thei lives 
hore, and a sure hope of joy and perfect vision 
in the Etornal Homo beyond, 
" Eneh year the number of children received 
into the Howe is greater than in, the previous 
year, At presint there’ are forty blind persons 
under our eure, renging from twenty-three ‘ 
of uge to the “baby in the box of one year. 
Twouty are regularly in school being educated, 
thirteon are too small to study, but learn to play 
and ‘atnuse themselves under the supervision of 
elder ones; four are engaged in houxshold duties, 
and in teaching inthe sehool. One is in ‘the 
Nethersole Hospital, undergoing an operation 
which we Lope will, purtially at least, restore hor 
sight: one is un infant in arms being nursed. 
and one is in the country, passing on to other 
blind girly the teaching and ability for usefnul- 
ness which she herself gained under our roof. 
Kind visitors often ask the ynestion : ** What 
is to become of these girls when they are grown! 
up?” A serious question truly’ We must look 


ean be done. A separate Home mat bo built 
for such as these. Are wo asking too much ? 
Surely when such work ix thrust Upon ns, WE 
cannot turn aside in solfishnoss and say wo have 
no powor to help. We only ask one thing, that 
is, fhat the parents, or brothors and sisterswho 
rend this, will consider if it were possible that 
such awful fate could como to ond of their cirelo. 
what would it be reorth to save them ? 

Theres is every hope of land heing given us. by 
the Goveriiment for a site for such a building § 
wo leave it with onr readers to say whother it 


shall be built.
